Analysis of the figures of Government employment (civilians) indicates 
that the net increase since July 1939, of 115,900 persons has been made as follows:- 
War Departments, defence works construction and Allied Government services +77,1003 
Government factories +42,400; Other Commonwealth, State, Local and Semi-Govern- 
gent authorities ~3,600. 


Total Governuent employment reached a peak of 546 ,000 in August, 1943, 
since when there has boen a decline of 26,000. The decline occurred mainly in 
Government factories and defence works construction. 


Total wage and salary earners in civil employment (excluding rural and 
household domestic) reached a peak in November 1941 (1,952,300) following which 
there was a heavy decline in male employment as men were called up for the Armed 
Forces. Since the middle of 1943 there has been an incroase in men and women 
wage and salary earners in civil employment (excluding rural and private domestic). 


During March, 1945, estimated total wage and sala earners in civil 
employment (excluding rurs] end females in private domestic service) increased by 
5,200. There were increases of 2,100 in male employment and 3,100 in female 
employment. Changes in the main industrial groups from February, 1945 to March, 
1945, and a comparison with the distribution if employment by industries in 
earlier periods may be seen in Sc ction C.

In respect of males, the main decreases were: Mining -700, Shipping, etc. 
-500 and Munitions, etc. -700. Increases weres Other Factories +700, Retail and 
Wholesale Trade +1,000, aula and Construction +700, and Other Industries +1,200 
(including Education +500). 

In respect of females there was a decrease in Munitions etc. of -500, while 
Other Factories showed expansion, mainly seasonal in character, to the extent of 
4,400 and increases in female employment also occurred in Other Industries of 1,100 
({neluding Education +300, Retail and Wholesale Trade +500 and Governmental n.e.i. 
+300.

PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS. 


Figures of employment recorded on Pay-Roll Tax returns for Austrelia are 
given without any adjustment in the next table. The returns do not cover employees 
of the Commonwealth Government; employers who pay not more than £20 per week in wages 
do not make returns and religious and public benevolent institutions and hospitals are 
also exempt. The proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to 
State, but in general the proportion of employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, 
those engaged in rural industries and female domestics in private households) in the 
Pey-Roll Tax returns is about 90 per cent. of the estimated total of males in employment 
and about 80 per cent. of the females. 


Employers were classified for "industry" according to the industry in which 
they were predominantly engaged. The following table may be taken as indicating 
trends from month to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the 
respective industries.
